REPORT

A look at the new Amateur Radio Training 
Class sponsored by the club. 


I sat in classroom #502 on the fifth floor of The Franklin Institute, 
and patiently awaited the arrival of the first student. I had been told that 
10 students had signed up and paid the required fee, but the day of the 
start-up was met with anticipation because some could pull out at the last 
minute, and change their minds, but much to my enjoyment, it looked 
like all of our anticipated students were present when they started to 
come through the door. 

At first they looked puzzled, but they soon settled-in to looking 
normal, and anticipated the next move of the instructor Ted Lada. Ted 
moved to the front after conversing with Eva Zison, the Director of the 
Education classes at the Institute, and introduced himself along with his 
call sign N3FTZ. Ted looked over at me sitting on the far left side of the 
room, and indicated that I also would be speaking to the group as an 
interested observer from The Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club. The open- 
ing remarks were made, and the class was off to a fast start. 

The class is made up of five young men, ages ten through eighteen, 
one young lady about twelve, and four men in their middle age. Everyone 
was extremely attentive, and since they paid a good price to The Institute 
develop their interest in Amateur Radio, we knew right away they would 
retum and develop very quickly. Ted promptly started handing out 
instruction sheets with the outline of the ten week course, leaving little 
doubt in anyone’s mind what would be covered during that period. Very 
well done, indeed. 

Ted asked me to say a few words to the group, and while I found it 
impossible to say a “few” words, I did mention that they had the 
wonderful ability to call on the vast storehouse of knowledge that 
comprised The Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club. I invited them to not only 
use that storehouse but also to join us after the course is completed and 
they had their Technicians class license in hand. I also spoke a bit about 
the term “CW” and what it really meant in terms of amateur radio, and 
how the opportunity will unfold during their classes to expand their 
knowledge to that “other amateur radio language.” 

After a few more remarks by Ted about the various classes of 
licenses, he decided to take the class down to the club station, W3TKQ, 
and what a time they had. The first item on the agenda was the training 
tape produced by the ARRL. This tape does a wonderful job of telling the 
prospective amateur what amateur radio is all about all over the world as 
well as in space. Barry Goldwater’s remarks at the end of the film tell the 
real story “...amateur radio has added a new dimension to my life. It has 
brought joy and excitement beyond description.” 

Then a treat that lit the eyes of even the older students--the live 
demonstration of two meters at the console of the W3TKQ. All were 
asked if they wished to talk over the mike, but only two of the younger 
people were willing. Excited and shaking, they each did a fine job in 
handling their first of many experiences with amateur radio. 

The class is off to a wonderful start with a super instructor who has 
proven his dedication not only to Phil-Mont but to the amateur radio 
community as well. I feel confident that these ten students will pass the 
volunteer exams with ease at the conclusion of the course. Phil-Mont has 
again embarked on another cause that truly reflects the mission of 
W3TKQ. Well done!
